$1,000,000 fire, will rise again. 
The nearly one-third of the school building that 
was demolished in flames yesterday will be rebuilt, 
possibly within six to nine months. 
Action to put the reconstruction program into 
effect was approved at an emergency session of the 
Delhaas Joint School Board held last night at the Ben­ 
jamin Franklin School. 
The action authorized the firm of Kramer, Hirsch 
and Carchidi, Trenton architects, to draw up plans 
immediately for rebuilding the burned out portion of 
the school. 
Another special school boar cl session will be held 
8 o’clock tonight to discuss further rebuilding plans.
